Right now the factory is making 
sum m er caps, which will be sold 
in stores in the spring and sum­ 
mer. The plant makes w inter caps 
in the sum m er time. 
Major buyer of caps made here 
is the J. C. Penny chain of stores. 
The W. T. Grant stores also buy 
a considerable num ber of the local 
caps and some are sold to Sears- 
Roebuck and Montgomery Ward. 
Mr. Ford has been superintend­ 
ent since the company started op 
erations at this same site in H ar­ 
risburg since January, 1952. 
The 
operation has expanded steadily 
and the quarters became so cram ­ 
med for space that a balcony was 
built for storage on the third floor. 
The lease was effected last week 
by K. C. Cummins and Chicago 
representatives of the m anufactur­ 
ing company.

Liberals Can For Quick Ac­ 
tion On Legislative Program.

Butler tele­

Johnson with the news. 
It was a polite way of telling 
Johnson that he wasn’t running 
the Democratic party. Butler re­ 
ported that the Executive com­ 
mittee had voted unanimously to 
seek speedy -ction on a “liberal 
and enlightened” program. 
This 
wa*: exactly opposite to the don’t* 
rock-the-boat policy Johnson him­ 
self had announced. 
“You are splitting the Demo­ 
cratic party to pieces I” Johnson 
exploded over the phone. It was 
a mistake, he warned angrily, to 
come out Witt a Democratic pro­ 
gram ahead of President Eisen­ 
hower’s legislative 
recommenda­ 
tions. The tall Texan also want­ 
ed to know who was responsible 
for challenging his leadership. 
“Who 
introduced the 
resolu­ 
tion?” he demanded. 
‘.'Paul Ziffren,” replied Butler, 
referimg to California’s national 
committeeman. Johnson muttered 


something about reading Ziffren’s 
views in the paper. 
After 
Johnson 
cooled 
down, 
Butler calmly invited him to join 
the 
17-member 
committee that 
will “coordinate and advance” the 
liberal program. Johnson grudg­

The Executive committee’s ac­ 
tion represents a triumph for the 
northern liberals over the South­ 
e r Conservatives. 
Both wings 
have been battling backstage to 
determine which should flap the 
Democratic party. 
HARMONIOUS LYNDON 
As the southerners’ fair-haired 
boy, Johnson Is striving to upset 
no apple carta. 
In the name of 
Democratic 
unity, 
he had per­ 
suaded northern Democrats not to 
agitate for civil rights and other 
liberal legislation. For four years 
he had argued this would antag­ 
onize the south. He had also been 
the 
chief architect 
of a don’t- 
criticize-the-President policy, 
on 
the theory Ike was too popular to 
tangle with. 
Johnson’s 
policies, 
however, 
didn’t win any votes in the south. 
In fact, he lost his own state of 
Texas to Eisenhower. As a re­ 


sult, liberal senators felt they had 
been led /io^ja the garden path by 
the soft-soaping Texan. 
They have now come out for a 
militant, 16-point program in out­ 
right defiance of Johnson’s lead­ 
ership. The Executive committee 
clearly 
sided with 
the liberals 
against Johnson. 
The committee’s action ran up 
against only token opposition dur­ 
ing the cbsed-door sessions 
this 
week. 
The resolution, calling for 
speedy 
action on a liberal 
pro­ 
gram, was introduced by Ziffren 
and backed by two big city leaders 
Mayor Dave Lawrence af Pitts-.

“The Cook County ’committee 
dominates the entire party in the 
state.” Mitchell continued.

Mitchell also criticized State Rep. 
Paul Powell (D-Vienna) an out­ 
spoken foe of the Cook County 
party organization. 
“I believe he is resented by the 
rank and file of downstate Demo­ 
crats as their spokesman,” Mitch­ 
ell said.

The action also was designed to

building industry, Cole said. 
The increase is effective Tues­ 
day. 
It does not affect mortgage 
loam already insured under the 
old ceiling. But FHA Commission­ 
er Norman 
P. Mason said the new 
rates may 
be made effective 
for 
mortgage applications now in pro- 
ceas, if the lender requests it. 
In addition to the basic 5 per 
cent intereat rate borrowers who 
get FHA insurance on their loans 
still must pay a premium of 4 
per cent, as always. 
That makes 
the total new’ rate 5 4 per cent. 
The FHA also increased interest 
rates on insured loans for apart­ 
ment housing from 4 to 4 4 per 
cent, and 
on urban renewal 
and 
rehabilitation projects from 4 4 to 
5 per cent. On both types of loans 
an additional insurance premium 
of 4 per cent is charged. 
All other FHA mortgage terms 
remain unchanged.

The Doily Register published on ortide Oct. 24,1956 in which Moyor Cloud Gibbons and the City Coun­ 
cil were asking for the public opinion on the question of retaining Stote Route 13 on Poplar Street or the 
nossibilitv of relocating it to by-pass Harrisburg. In the meantime, there has been so much discussion wit 
ma“ y rumors growing from it that we cannot evaluate the true facts. Let's face the original issue: 


WE DONT WANT HARRISBURG BY-PASSED 


Within the past six weeks petitions containing 1080 names of Harrisburg trading area citizens have been presented to Mayor 


Claud Gibbons and the City Council favoring retaining the present route of Stale Route 13 through the City of Harrisburg. We 


know there are many people who did not have an opportunity to sign one of these petitions who are of the same opinion. 


WHAT 


Arguments can be marshalled on both sides. We do not question the sin­ 
cerity and earnestness of persons in this discussion, but believe there are some 
salient facts which should be well considered. 
Heretofore, it has been the cus­ 
tom of the State and Federal Governments to spend many thousands of dollars 
on similar projects. This project calls for widening and resurfacing of PoPla' 
Street with a lighting system to be installed that will make a "white way 
of 
one of our main thoroughfares. This would not only add to the beauty of our 
city but actually would increase property values all over the city. It goes with­ 
out saying that any improvement to a city invariably adds dollars and cents to 
the value of ALL the property in the city. The streets of a city are that city's 
front yard and, just as the manner in which your own front yard is kept adds 
to or detracts from the value of your property, so the manner in which streets 
are kept in the city adds to or detracts from the value of the real estate of that 


city. 
We well recall that at the time East Poplar Street was improved by widen­ 
ing and resurfacing, there was some dissension to this improvement but how 
many would now wish to restore it to its former condition? 


The work on Poplar Street will be blueprinted by State and Federal engi­ 
neers who are all career men and who do not have any 'ax to grind' and the safe­ 
ty of bath motor vehicle traffic and pedestrians is given first consideration in 


their plans.

It is a well known fact that cities as well as individuals cannot stand still; 
they must either grow or decline. An attractive city is more likely to attract 
new businesses and industry than an unattractive city. 
Every improvement in 
a city excites a healthy growth, and failure to improve invites decline. We are 
justly proud of our fine schools, we ore proud of our many beautiful churches, 
we are proud of our merchants and the complete lines of merchandise they 


offer for a city of this sixe, and we are proud of our local industries and the em­ 
ployment they give our people. 
Our civie pride should compel us to obtain 
streets and highways comparable to our other assets. 


We do not believe that traffic will be increased by the widening of Poplar 
Street alone, but it will facilitate handling the normal trend of increased traf­ 
fic. 
We might add that an increase in traffic would be desirable, as the trade 
potential would be increased in ratio to the increase in traffic. 


It has been suggested by a few that the widening of Poplar Street will 
make it a more dangerous crossing for school children. 
We do not understand 
this to be the fact, as the same school stop lights will continue to be used and 
the same system of school patrols will continue, the speed limit will not be in­ 
creased and motor vehicles will still be required to come to a dead stop when 


the school light is flashing. 


With the completion of the improvements on Poplar Street the State will 
assume its maintenance. 
Should Route 13 be relocated the city must reassume 
the total maintenance of Poplar Street. We have no information as to where 
Route 13 would be relocated if a by-pass is established, but if we are to be guid­ 
ed by what has happened in other places, we can be reasonably assured that a 
new shopping center, composed of restaurants, drug stores, groceries, hardware 
stores, furniture stores, etc. will spring up. We would thus have a split town. 


To expedite the planned improvements of Poplar Street we feel that the 
city council should decide the issue at its stated meeting December 4,1956, and 
file their decision with the Stote Highway Department. 
The city will then 
have ample time to obtain sufficient areas to care for the parking problem. This 
can be done as easily now as it could be done later on when the increase in the 
number of cars on the streets and highways would compel us to do so. 


We hove explicit faith in Mayor Gibbons and our City Council that they will continue to assert their ut- 
most efforts in the improvement of Harrisburg. Support them in then.d®^J*,on wlth your Presenee at the 
Council meeting tomorrow, Decem ber 4, 1950/ ot 1*00 p. rn.
